ENGLISH AND AMERICAN 
CIVILIZATION. 


BY HENRY C. CAREY. 


In no part of Europe bas the tendency to civil: 
fation bees se great as in England: yet, if we new 
@Tamune her conditions, the conditrens af «ivi lization 
are complied with ina very limited degree. She uses 
much of the worst machinery of exchange, that she 
may cultivate poor and distant sotls while neglecting 
the rich ones at her feet: and therefore it ie that 
land remains undivided in the hands of great land 
owners whose debts are counted by millions of 
pounds, while surrounded by laborers living in 
mad hovels, and earning 9s. a week. Here we have 
the civilization of Rome in the days of Pompeti 
sod Creer; or that of Pomerania, before the 
changes of the early years of the present century 
Where such things are, true civilization has made 
little progress. 

Neither can we see much of it ina system that 
enables, great manafacturers to accumulate for 
tunes of millions of pounds out of the labors of the 
people whe occupy the wretched cellars of Man 
chester; great ship-owners to do the same, while 
surrounded by the poverty and starvation that may 
be fouad in Liverpool or great coal-proprietors, tu 
Gx monopoly prices upon coal mined by naked wo 
men aad children, to enable them to eccumulste 
fortunes at the expense of poor consumers in Lon 
den. There is no civilization im the lanes and a! 
leys of Glasgow; nor in its numerous brothels, 
Gitled with the deuyhters of peasants who have been 
hunted out of their hills, until in the northern High 
lands the poor remainder have degenerated into « 
meagre and stunted race. There is none in 8 sys 
tem which exhibits throughout the western High 
lands and the Isles, a population of from sixty te 
eighty thousand always in a state of destitution 
and habitually dependent upon charity; and com - 
pelled, in case of any deficiency of crops, to seek 
forvign aid to save them from the horrors of starve 
tion. These poor people pay, for the use of very 
poor soils, high rents to men who live in palaces 
great men: always the bane of little men. There 
‘a no civilization in starving [reland; none w ledis 
depopulated by starvation produced by enormous 
taxation fo: the support of great armies maintained 
for securing the wie of Englsh cloths, or for the 
payment of interest op loans made to their masters 
by English subjects, and dividends on stock beld 
by absentee landlords. 

Se long as England soa!ll continue to consutute 
herself bead of a great empire, that empire must be 
considered as one in its whole length and breadth , 
end ber claims to rank in civilization must be 
weighed after an examination of the condition of 
the whole people ; the powerful duke aud the oe 
eupant of the mud hovel, the great chief of the 
clan and his miserable tenant; the wealthy mance 
facturer and the poor operative the Irish land 
holder and his starving tenant: the rich Weer 
India proprietor and his late slave; the Past Indus 
proprietor and his present slaves, decimated, a: 
brief intervals, by famine and pestilence. $e con 
tudeced, the claims of England to civilization do 
net stand high: nor can they de so while she she! 
continue to present to view such enormous con 
trate. 

Half a century since, and perhaps eves more re 
cently, might be seen in the streets of Lisbon, men 
with good coats ow their backs, cocked hats upor 
their heads, and swords by their sides, but with 
bare feet and legs. These men thought themselves 
civilized, and so does Fngland; and the civilize 
tien of the two is nearly alike. England has » 
very good coat, by which her body is well covered ; 
bat has very short sleeves. The arms, to « great 
extent, are maked: and those aim represest « 
large portion of the people of England, bedly fed, 
badly clothed, and very badly educated; while sur- 
rounded by rich lands, greet milis, well endowed 
colleges, and vastly rich bishops and archbishops. 
Her body is well covered, but ber feet and legs, 
Ireland and India, are bure; and she keeps them 
bare, that she may have more to put upon ber 
body; and she retains the sword by her side, ther 
she may compel them to remain bare: that she may 
compe! them to continue cultivating poor toils u 
sight of rich ones undrained because of poverty, 
and uncultivated because undraimed. In al! the 
there is no civilization. 
Ta the United States, the conditions of civilize 
tien are complied with te an exten’ far beyond 
what elsewhere exists, and if they are not fully 
and completely so, the cause is to be found in the 
fact thet they cannot control their own action. So 
soon as they shal! resolve that they wi/! do so, they 
can place themselves at once at the bead of all «: 
vilization. Massachusetts does new occupy that 
place, because she cvitiv her richest soils 
but the whele nation may cultivate rich soils, 
when it wille that it «ie// be dome. Then men 
will concentrate theme-ives, and the indgity o 
little schools will become larger and better schools 
when children will be better taught at less cw, 
Then the vast skeleton of railroads and canals will 
be filled up with branches leading to every little 
towa; and the little towns will be-ome great 
te » because land will increase in velue from 
the great increase of the product and the diminist 
te machwery of exchange 
Then land will become more and more divided »— 
men will beve large libraries inetead of small ones, 
and the farmer will have his daily newspaper u- 
stead of hia weekly one, and he will meet and ex- 
change ideas with the coosumers of his products ; 
and his migd will become better informed, and be 
will learn da:ly more an! snore how to manage hys 
farth and to govern himel! 
Then will hie wife become more and more er 
empt from the hardships of labo: and pie children 
will marry and remain near him; and then he wi 
learn daily more and more to appreciate the com 
forte of heme; and he wi!) more and more deswe 
to render that home agrecable by the cultivation

FERMENTATION. 


Fermentation was (be subject of consideration at 
the last weekly meeting of the Newark (MN. J.) 
Frankia Instutute 

Starch may be changed into sugar artificially by 
mixing it with weter, and then throwing ih a lit- 
the sulphuric seid, without which it will not dise- 
solve, and then add something to take out the acid, 
as common clalk, which isa earbonte seid, and 
forming a sulphate of lime, or plaster of Paris, 
whieh sinks to the bettem of the liquid, leering 
the water a syrup, which may be evaporated and 
leave the wugar dry. If « littte more oxygen be 
added to this syrup, it will become alcobel. 

One part of starch, with twelve parts of water 
— whieh must be renewed os fas as | evaporates 
—witl become suger end gum at the end of © 
moath. A few years ago some persons in London 
attempted 'o evade the duty on (he menudseture of 
wager; instead of making suger direet\y, they con- 
verted starch inte syrup, and iestead of drying it 
to sugar, made what they called Loney, whieh this 
syrup very much resembles, and thos evaded the 
duty. 

Wheat flour contams gluten and starch, whieh 
may be separsied by maceration ' the ¢iuten assists 
lerimentation. 

Molasses, ia being transferred to rum, will give 
gallon for gallon. 

The coloring matter of liquors is made by bure- 
ing sagas to such « degree that it loses all its ovigi- 
nel properties without pasting into ie altumates | 
ji thee tarne to « red substance called careiel, 
wineb bas peculiar properties, and will not dissolve 
i» weter, unless Gret dissolved in alcohol.

Thus, in the days of Mipparchus, the month 
of January was denoted by Auraniws, or the Were 
Beorer, perenne it was obverved thet when the Bun 
entered this constellation, ut was always ebeut the 
wet and dreary season of the year, Hence it was 
tepreseated under the figure of @ man pouring ow! 
water from an are. Over Aquarves the goddess of 
marrage was supposed to preside. 

This ronstellatwn eantarns one tundeed end 
crght stars, foor of whieh, of the fourth magmitade, 
are so placed as te form the Agure of e Y ebewt the 
wre. The two principal eters of the group are of 
the third magmfude, one situated in the east show! - 
der, and the other im thh night leg of the figure.
